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General  Statement 


The  "Bellevue  Training  School  for  Nurses"  was  opened 
for  the  reception  of  students  in  May.  1  Ml 3.  It  was  established 
as  a  separate  organization  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of 
Women  Managers,  whose  aim  was  "first,  to  improve  the  con- 
dition of  the  hospital  sick,  and  second,  to  utilize  the  hospital 
as  a  clinical  school  for  instruction  in  the  art  of  nursing  the  sick 
among  the  rich  and  poor  alike."  In  order  that  the  school  should 
be  properly  established,  the  Board  of  Managers  enlisted  the 
advice  of  Miss  Florence  Nightingale,  who  outlined  the  plan 
of  organization  and  instruction.  It  was  the  first  school  of  nurs- 
ing founded  in  this  country  on  the  Nightingale  plan. 

In  1  !M)-J  Bellevue  Hospital  was  separated  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Charities,  and  its  administration  was  extended  to  in- 
clude Harlem.  Fordham,  and  Gouverneur  Hospitals,  under  a 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals.  The 
Training  School  in  1!)06  became  an  integral  part  of  the  Hos- 
pital, and  the  Board  of  Managers  entering  into  a  contract 
with  the  City,  continued  to  direct  its  affairs. 

In  1925  this  contract  was  cancelled  and  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  Training  School  was.  through  a  resolution 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  appointed  The  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  School  of  Nursing  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals. 

On  February  1st.  1929,  the  Department  of  Hospitals  of 
the  City  of  New  York  was  organized,  and  Bellevue  Hospital 
became  a  part  of  this  organization. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  Officers 
of  the  School  of  Nursing  to  promote  and  maintain  standards 
of  education  which  will  express  the  ideals  of  the  founders  and 
prepare  the  students  for  usefulness  in  the  many  fields  of 
nursing  now  open  to  them. 


Educational  Facilities 

Bellevue  Hospital  offers  exceptional  opportunities  for 
the  study  and  practice  of  nursing.  It  is  a  large  general  hospital 
for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  acute  diseases,  containing 
two  thousand  beds.  A  large  Out-patient  department  treats 
an  average  of  sixteen  hundred  patients  daily. 
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The  students  receive  nursing  practice  in  the  medical, 
surgical,  gynecological,  obstetrical,  pediatric,  tuberculosis, 
orthopedic,  neurological,  psychiatric,  opthalmological,  otologi- 
cal.  and  Iaryngological  wards  of  the  hospital.  Teaching  and 
practice  are  also  given  in  the  operating  room,  diet  kitchen, 
out-patient,  and  social  service  departments. 

A  three  months  course  in  communicable  disease  nursing 
is  given  in  affiliation  with  Willard  Parker  Hospital. 

Bellevue  House 

Bellevue  House  is  located  on  the  East  River,  opposite  the 
hospital  at  the  foot  of  East  Twenty-Sixth  Street.  It  is  a  mod- 
ern, fireproof  building,  six  stories  high. 

The  house  provides  individual  rooms  for  five  hundred 
student  nurses.  The  ground  floor  is  devoted  to  offices,  class- 
rooms, a  reference  library,  well  equipped  science  laboratories, 
and  a  swimming  pool.  The  entire  first  floor  is  occupied  by 
living  rooms,  a  dining  room,  a  lecture  hall,  and  fiction  library 
and  reading  room.  In  addition  to  the  individual  rooms  on  the 
second  floor,  there  is  a  rest  room,  a  small  kitchen  and  a 
laundry  for  the  use  of  the  students.  A  well  equipped  infirmary 
for  sick  nurses  is  located  on  the  sixth  floor. 

'Idle  entire  dietary  department  for  nurses  is  located  in 
Kellevue  House,  and  is  under  expert  supervision.  Every  effort 
is  made  to  give  the  nurses  well  selected  and  wholesomely 
prepared  food. 

The  court  is  arranged  for  outdoor  sports  with  a  cement 
ennis  court  which  can  he  flooded  in  the  winter  and  used  for 
skating.  A  space  is  arranged  for  high  jump  standards,  stakes 
for  horse  shoe  pitching  and  equipment  for  archery  and  volley 
>all. 

Library  Facilities 

The  reference  library  contains  two  thousand  five  hundred 
)Ooks.  There  are  twelve  hundred  books  of  fiction  as  well 
lis  a  generous  supply  of  current  magazines  and  daily  papers. 
The  fiction  library  is  supplemented  by  a  rental  library  which 
nakes  the  latest  books  of  fiction  available  to  students  and 
graduates  at  Bellevue  House.

Expenses 

The  total  initial  expense  is  approximately  $130.00.  Eighty 
dollars  of  this  amount  is  necessary  for  the  cost  of  uniforms,  uni 
form  shoes,  a  laboratory  fee  and  physical  education  equipment 
fifty  dollars  for  student  fees  in  such  clubs  as  Recreational.  Social 
Physical  Education,  and  Health.  Membership  in  these  clubs  i 
required  of  all  students. 

At  the  end  of  the  fourth  month  all  students  are  expected  t< 
participate  in  the  group  health  insurance  plan.  This  is  payab 
from  the  allowance  made  to  students  to  cover  expenses  incidenta 
to  the  course. 

Students  should  be  provided  with  sufficient  means  to  retur 
home  should  they  not  successfully  complete  the  preparatory  term 

Allowance 

After  successful  completion  of  sixteen  weeks  of  the  cours 
an  allowance  of  twenty  dollars  per  month  is  provided  for  expense 
incidental  to  the  course. 

Length  of  Course,  Vacations,  and  Health  Allowance 

The  course  of  instruction  covers  a  period  of  three  years  out 
of  which  twelve  weeks  are  assigned  for  vacation,  with  an  addi- 
tional four  weeks  as  a  health  allowance.     The  student  may  app 
the  health  allowance  period  as  a  time  credit  or  for  a  correspondin 
number  of  days  lost  because  of  illness. 

Credit  for  College  Work 

Students  who  have  completed  a   four  years'  course  in 
college  approved  by  the  Xew  York  Department  of  Education  will' 
be  granted  nine  months  credit  in  time. 

Preparatory  Term 

A  period  of  thirty-two  weeks  is  spent  in  intensive  study  and  i 
in  making  the  necessary  adjustments.     During  this  period  the  j 
student  receives  instruction  in  the  sciences  basic  to  nursing  and  ! 
in  the  principles  and  practice  of  elementary  nursing  procedure 
The  instruction  is  supplemented  by  practice  on  the  medical  anc 
surgical  wards. 

Acceptance  into  the  School 

Acceptance  of  preparatory  students  into  the  school  is  deter.  I 
mined  by  the  principal  of  the  school  and  her  staff,  upon  the  basi: 
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of  scholastic  standing,  general  fitness  for  the  work,  and  adapta- 
bility to  new  environment. 

Nursing  Practice 

After  the  successful  completion  of  the  preparatory  course  the 
program  covers  forty-eight  hours  weekly  of  nursing  practice,  with 
classroom  instruction  as  outlined. 

Affiliations 

The  Bellevue  School  of  Nursing  is  one  of  the  few  schools 
able  to  offer  instruction  and  nursing  practice  in  every  branch  of 
medical  and  surgical  nursing.  A  large  number  of  nursing  schools 
in  various  parts  of  the  country  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
to  send  their  students  to  Bellevue  for  special  instruction  and  nurs- 
ing practice. 

In  addition  to  undergraduate  affiliations,  an  affiliation  exists 
with  Teachers'  College.  Columbia  University,  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  field  experience  in  supervision  to  a  limited  number  of 
Teachers'  College  students  who  have  satisfied  certain  requirements. 

Graduation 

The  diploma  of  the  Bellevue  School  of  Nursing  is  conferred 
upon  those  students  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  course. 

Graduates  of  the  Bellevue  School  are  eligible  for  examination 
to  register  with  the  New  York  State  Board  of  Regents  of  the 
Department  of  Education.  Successful  candidates  are  granted  the 
license  to  practice  as  registered  nurses  in  the  State  of  New  York 
and  in  other  states  recognizing  New  York's  standards. 

Scholarships  and  Awards 

Two  scholarships,  established  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  of 
five  hundred  dollars  each,  for  general  excellence,  are  awarded 
annually.  These  scholarships  may  be  used  for  special  prepara- 
tion in  administration  or  teaching. 

Four  prizes  are  awarded  annually  for  proficiency  in  bedside 
nursing;  two  prizes  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  made  possible 
by  the  will  of  Mrs.  William  Preston  Griffin,  to  second  year 
students;  two  prizes  of  fifty  dollars  each,  established  by  Ah. 
Henry  Lambert,  to  senior  students. 
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The  "Lavinia  L.  Dock  Annual  Scholarship  Prize"  is  given 
to  the  student  making  the  highest  scholarship  record.  The  prize 
consists  of  the  four  volumes  of  the  History  of  Nursing  by  Nutting 
and  Dock. 

Alumnae  Association 

The  Alumnae  Association  of  the  Bellevue  School  of  Nursing 
had  its  beginning  in  1889. 

The  object  of  the  organization,  as  stated  by  its  founders, 
was  "for  the  purpose  of  mutual  encouragement  and  assistance." 

Oshorn  Hall,  the  Alumnae  club  house  located  at  i2(i  East 
26th  Street,  was  built  and  equipped  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William 
Church  Osborn  as  a  memorial  to  Mrs.  William  Henry  Osborn, 
the  first  chairman  of  the  "Training  School  Committee"  at  Bellevue. 
It  is  the  property  of  the  Board  of  Managers  but  is  under  the 
administration  of  the  Alumnae  Association.  In  addition  to  social 
and  professional  accommodations  the  club  provides  an  attractive 
and  convenient  residence  for  graduates  of  the  school. 

The  Alumnae  Association  maintains  a  sick  benefit  and  a 
pension  fund  for  its  members.  Also  included  in  its  activities  are 
the  publication  of  a  quarterly  bulletin  and  a  yearly  report.  It 
maintains  a  registry  for  the  benefit  of  its  members. 

The  Alumnae  Association  is  an  affiliated  member  of  the 
American  Nurses  .Association,  the  National  organization  of  the 
profession. 

Opportunities  in  the  Field  oj  Nursing 

As  a  corollary  to  present  economic  conditions  and  the  resultant 
decrease  in  the  demand  for  private  duty  nursing  in  homes,  it  is 
becoming  increasingly  important  for  nurses  to  be  well  equipped 
for  institutional  nursing.  This  field  offers  opportunities  for  those 
qualified  by  education  and  experience  for  supervision,  head  nurse 
positions,  ward  instruction,  theoretical  instruction,  and  administra- 
tion. 

The  varied  field  of  Public  Health  also  offers  wide  opportuni- 
ties to  nurses  who,  by  ability  and  training,  are  qualified  for  posi- 
tions of  importance. 

To  those  of  superior  ability  and  education  the  field  of  nursing 
offers  unlimited  opportunities  for  advancement. 
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THE  STUDENT  ASSOCIATION 


This  Association  has  been  organized  by  the  students  to 
assist,  under  the  direction  of  the  House  Dean,  in  the  promo- 
tion of  school  interests  and  extra  curricular  activities.  It  is 
not  a  student  self-government  organization. 

Associate  membership,  with  the  privilege  of  participation 
in  all  activities,  is  extended  to  affiliating  and  preparatory 
students.  Active  membership  is  limited  to  Bellevue  Students. 
In  addition  to  the  usual  standing  committees,  there  are  Pro- 
gram, Tea  Room,  Entertainment  and  Hostess  Committees. 

The  Tea  Room  Committee  formulates  policies  to  aid  in 
the  management  of  the  Tea  Room.  This  Tea  Room,  located 
on  the  ground  floor  of  Bellevue  House  and  open  five  nights 
a  week  throughout  the  year,  has  proved  a  great  convenience 
to  both  graduate  and  student  nurses.  The  Tea  Room  is  in 
charge  of  a  competent  manager  assisted  by  students  employed 
on  an  hourly  basis. 

The  Entertainment  Committee  recommends  to  the  School 
Council  and  the  Association,  the  program  of  parties  and  enter- 
tainments to  be  given  throughout  the  year.  Entertainments, 
recitals,  informal  parties  and  formal  dances  constitute  the 
social  program  for  the  school  year. 

The  reception  of  new  students  is  one  of  the  responsibili- 
ties of  the  Hostess  Committee.  This  Committee  also  assists 
in  serving  afternoon  tea,  a  daily  function  at  Bellevue  House. 

The  Program  Committee  has  charge  of  organizing  new 
clubs  and  sponsoring  their  activities. 

A  Glee  Club,  under  the  direction  of  an  experienced  leader, 
helps  with  entertainments,  especially  the  Christmas  and  Rast- 
er programs,  and  capping  ceremonies. 

The  Dramatic  Club  prepares  plays  for  different  occasions. 
Some  of  their  presentations  have  been:  Florence  Nightingale 
by  Edith  Gidding  Reed.  Scenes  from  Midsummer  Night's 
Dream,  a  Christmas  Miracle  play,  an  arrangement  of  the 
Coventry  Cycle.  The  Prophet  by'Kahlil  Gibran,  The  Ghost 
Story  by  Booth  Tarkington,  Scenes  from  Alice  in  Wonder- 
land. 

Informal  good  times  are  sponsored  by  the  Social  Club. 
Opportunities  are  frequently  given  by  theatrical  agencies  and 
concert  bureaus  to  students  to  see  the  best  plays  and  to  hear 
new  artists. 
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The  Literary  Club  sponsors  a  series  of  lectures  on  modern 
drama,  fiction  and  poetry,  given  by  Dr.  Elizabeth  Cook  of 
Teachers'  College.  Columbia  University. 

The  Out  Door  Club  enjoys  frequent  hikes  and  picnic 
suppers  in  the  Spring  and  Fall.  Bus  trips  to  near-by  beaches 
are  very  popular  during  the  summer  months. 

The  Library  Club  has  charge  of  the  distribution  of  books 
from  the  fiction  library.  Through  all  these  activities  which 
are  made  possible  by  the  interest  of  the  Hoard  of  Managers  and 
the  Student  Association,  the  student  nurse  is  given  every  oppor- 
tunity to  broaden  her  social  and  recreational  life. 


HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  Health  Service,  in  charge  of  a  health  director,  aimsl 
to  conserve  and  promote  the  health  of  the  students  by  means 
of  the  following  program  : 

1.  Health  examinations  are  given  to  the  students  by  the, 
school  physician  and  his  assistant,  at  the  l>eginning  of 
the  preparatory  term  and  repeated  at  yearly  intervals 
until  the  student  is  graduated.  In  order  to  be  acceptedj 
in  the  Bellevue  School  of  Nursing  preparatory  students! 
must  have  maintained  during  the  preparatory  periodJ 
a  high  standard  of  health.  \  final  examination  at  the 
end  of  the  course  provides  the  health  record  submitted 
to  the  American  Red  Cross  Nursing  Service  when  ap-'j 
plication  is  made  for  membership  in  that  organization.  *J 

2.  Remediable  defects,  found  on  examination,  are  corrected; | 
by  the  student  through  the  cooperation  of  the  physic] 
education  department,  the  special  services  of  the  hospital 
and  various  clinics.  Provision  should  be  made  by  tlu 
student  for  dental  care  at  least  every  six  months  during 
the  course. 

3.  Immunization  to  communicable  diseases  is  given  upor'j 
entrance  and  repeated  as  necessary.  Students  who  prel 
sent  signed  certificates  from  their  own  physicians  arc! 
not  required  to  receive  inoculations  on  admission. 

4.  All  students  are  encouraged  to  attain  and  preserve  nor;j 
mal  weight.  Weights  are  recorded  monthly.  Deviation! 
from  normal  weight  is  given  special  attention. 
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5.  A  casual  treatment  service  is  maintained  for  the  care  of 
early  symptoms  and  minor  ills  without  withdrawal  from 
ward  practice  or  classes.  In  the  event  of  illness,  care  is 
received  in  the  infirmary  of  Bellevue  House  with  grad- 
uate nurses  in  charge  and  both  resident  and  visiting 
physicians  in  attendance. 

(!.  Students  are  required  to  carry  a  Health  and  Accident 
insurance  after  acceptance  into  the  school.  The  fee, 
which  is  small,  is  paid  from  the  student's  equipment 
fund  which  is  provided  by  the  school  allowance. 

Note: — Preparatory  students  are  requested  to  defer  the 
purchase  of  uniform  shoes  until  arrival  when  examination  and 
advice  concerning  shoes  will  be  given. 


PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Required  courses  are  given  in  individual  gymnastics,  swim- 
ming and  tennis.  By  the  end  of  her  second  year  each  student 
must  he  able  to  pass  a  beginner's  test  in  swimming  and  tennis, 
unless  she  is  excused  on  the  basis  of  her  physical  examination. 
Elective  courses  are  offered  in  swimming,  tennis,  folk  dancing, 
clogging  and  rhythmics.  Credit  is  given  for  approved  activities 
not  included  in  the  curriculum. 

The  "500"  is  the  name  of  the  organization  whose  members 
have  won  the  BSN  in  Physical  Education.  In  order  to  win  this 
monogram,  the  student  must  have  no  deficiency  in  class  work, 
must  have  passed  one  of  the  required  tests,  and  must  have  won 
five  hundred  points  in  various  athletic  activities.

A  study  of  the  structure  and  function  of  the  human  body 
closely  correlated  with  hygiene,  principles  of  nursing,  dietetics, 
and  chemistry.
